Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1 to 7 and 10 to 40 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A LCD with TFT 
array substrate as claimed including repair members which are extensions of the 
gate lines of the adjoining pixel region on the previous row and which overlap the 
pixel electrode of the corresponding pixel region could not be anticipated nor, in 
combination, rendered obvious over the prior art of record..
